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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 and 4-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention/species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
12/21/06. 

Priority 

The reference to the priority document in the ADS of 6/18/02, Provisional 
Application No. 60/1 14,972, date 1/29/99, appears to be in error, it should be 
60/117,972. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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1. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Van 
Reis (US 5,256,294). 

Van Reis teaches a separation device with a feed channel, and more than one 
permeate channel, permeate channels having independent control devices for pressure 
and flow control, porous membrane separating the feed and permeate channels - see 
figure 4A, 4B, and abstract. Regarding the shear region in the feed channel, see that 
the permeate flow is perpendicular to the feed flow, thus forming the shear region. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a/e) as being anticipated by Larson et al 
(US 5,716,559). 

Larson teaches a ceramic membrane having feed and plurality of permeate 
channels isolated from one-another within the membrane, with shear region in feed 
channel, see figures, abstract.
